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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite for reciting suggested terminology that is unclear as to structure in 
"such as...". 

The claims contain numerous terms lacking clear antecedent basis, such as "the structure" 
and "the exterior". 

Claim 5 recites alternative structure in "fluid, liquid, or gas". 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 is in multi- 
sentence format. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because the lead lines for numerals 5 and 6 appear to be 
reversed in the figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
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appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the two casings, claim 3, must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: two casings, claim 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Viertel et ah 
in view of Mukai et al and Iwanami et al.. 

Viertel et al. disclose a visor made of polypropylene, a recyclable thermoplastic material 
with a frame 6. Viertel et al. does not disclose a cover. 
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Mukai et al. teach that prior to the invention of applicant, it was known in the art of 
injection molding to cover a frame 3 of polypropylene with a compatible soft cover, the cover 
being SEBS. A soft cover enhances the "feel" of the frame and inherently improves crash 
results. 

Iwanami et al. teach that SEBS is not only a thermoplastic, but is recyclable. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Viertel et al. a cover of 
thermoplastic as taught by Mukai et al. for the reasons stated above, the cover being recyclable 
as taught by Iwanami et al. in order to reduce industrial waste. 

As to claim 2, see Mukai et al., although processes are not given patentable weight in a 
product claim (MPEP 2113). 

As to claim 3, such "butterfly" visor frames are common knowledge in the art and not the 
invention of applicant, a known structure for forming a visor frame.

As to claim 5, see the blow molding frame of Viertel et al.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Esteban shows another blow molded visor. Takeuchi et al. (two patents) disclose 
further frame/coating methods.
